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Altercation between 5.V.CeJentry and Japanese 
Customa Officar on Garden Bridge. 


Sire 

At 12.15a.m. 15/5/41 a telephone message was 
received from ?.3.640 Kasai,Yoreign Section 25 
reporting trouble between an 3.V.C. sentry and a 
Japanese on Garden Bridge. D.eS.I. Hillhouse and 
Do3-Mateughita attended when it was iearned that 
an altercation had arisen between the 3.V.C-semtry 
on duty on the South West side of the bridge and 
FeNoguchi,residing 117 Ing 4n Lee,N.Ssechuen Rd.,a 
Japanese subject eployed in the Chinese Mari tine 
Customs. The latter was fn wniform,accompanied by 
SeMikewa,House 15,Lane 70 Nansing Rd.,also a Japanese 
employee of Cli Customs. 

The sentry,Private C.C.JolnsoneAmeFiean CocSeVeCee 
Stated that the two Japanese procceding in a Northerly 
direction attempted to pass in front of him,walking 
on the roadway. Nie instructions were that after darks 
all pedestrians sust walk on the feotpath behind hin. 
Ne therefore stepped thengrith his rifle at high port, 
and instructed then to walk on the footpath. one of the 
Japanese({Wejio Noguchi)who could.speak “sg@lieh refused 
and in attempting to past struck at Private Jonson's 


ke 
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rifle. The latter thereupon struck him on the right 
shoulder with the rifle,a part of which caught the 
lobe of his éar,inflicting a slight cute According 

to the sentry, %eHNoguchi still tried to pass ,»whereupon 
he( Private Johnson) pointed his rifleewith fixed 
bayonet, towards his body. FeHoguchi in pressing forward 
the eame in contact twice with the point of the 
bayenet which pierced his clothing. Following this 
incident FeNoguchi then proceeded across the road 

and walked to the crown of the bridge where he was 
observed to speak to the J@panese eantry on duty. 
Private Johnson immediately rang the bell communicating 
with the guard room,and Corporal Pilipoviteh attended. 
When he argived at the sentry bo':,.F Noguehi retumed 
and attempted to persuade Corporal Filipoviteh to 
aeeconpany him to the North side of the bridge,pull ing 
his taumic on ome cceasion. Corporal Pilipovitch 
refused whereupon FeNogichi and his eonypanion,uho had 
taken no part in the altereation,eresed over the 
wridge in @ Northerly direction. 

VePeSel79 Geisler( Central.) oF.P.3el#2 verily 
(Hongkew) and ¥.P.8-640 S.Keeni(Rongkew) ‘were at the 
South end of the bridge near Soochow Road eorner at 
the tine of the actual altereation ad did not observe 
the sentry striking F.Noguehi with his rifie,but on 
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arriving at the scene they observed that the latter's 
right ear was bleeding slightly. F.P.jrerly also 
aaw ¥eNoguchi talking with Corporal “ilipovitch 

and lay hold of the latter's tunic. 

While the undersigned was at the scane,sub. 
Lieutenant Nokuyama Japanese Naval Landing Party, 
arrived and made enquiries,later returning to the 
North side nf the bridge, ,atating that he would later 
sutmit a report te his superiors. 

Officers of the American Company S.V.Ce. alan 
attended and condueted enquiries. 

It was leamed that F.Noguehi and his companion 
had proceeded to the Naval Landing Party Sub Station 
en Tien@ong Rd. DeS<Mateushita visited there and they 
accompanied him to this station. when questioned 
PeNoguehi stated that he and S.Mikawa were procesding 
over the Garém Bridges on their way home whem they 
were steppe by the 3.V.C.sentry who instructed thas 
to walk om the footpath. He remenstrated and stated 
that he cme heme the sane way every nimit and had 
@lways walked em the Frenduay without being stopped. 
Asem Ging te him the sentry then struck hin © Wow mm 
the neck with his rifle ané on being asked tha rensong;, 
prodded him three times on the chatt with the point of 
the tayuenct. He stated that following this ineident 
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he observed several foreigners pasaing on the roadway 
and returned to ask the sentry why Jap»-neae wera 
stoppad and foreigners allowed to ac. He end o.hikawa 
then proceeded to the Naval Landing Party sub Station 
and sulmitted 2 report. The faregring was corroborated 
by SeMikawa and toth wrote statarents, translations of 
whieh are attached. F.Nogueh! showed aml) holes in 
the right and left Breast pockets of his tunic and 
stated that these were caused by the point of the 
bayonet which however did not pierce his skin. 

When he first came to the station he infomed 
the undersigned that he did not wiah to attend 
hospi tal but afterwards statcd he wirhed to do 30e¢ 
Ne was sent to tha Foo ing Hospital accempeniad 
by F.P.S.753(Seetion 2) and aftar treatent,was 
Sllowed to go home. The following medical certificate 
wos isaued “Centused wound on right ear®*.

At 12-45peme 14/5: /41,I was passing by the American 
Sentry on the Garden Bridgeswher. he stopped me and told me 
I enuld not walk on the raodway but must go behind him on 
the footpath. I toid him that I passed the same way every 
night and always walked on the roaiway without being stopped. 
He then struck me on the right side of my neck with his rifle, 
inflicting a email wound on my ear. I asked him why he struck 
me and he then prodded me on the body three times with his 
bayonet,causing my tumic to be torn. Yollowing thie some 
foreigners passed by on the roadway. If this regulation is 
in force I cannot wderstand why Japanese are stoppad from 
walking on the roadway and foreigners are ailowed to do s0. 
I wish to protest against the sentry*s actions as I did not 
show any resistance uhan he stopped me.

It was then that F.S.’eCahey interwened with the 
object of preventing further trouble. He tried to 
persuade the Japanese to desist ,tut owing to 
language difficulties this was apparently not 
understood, He then decided to tring all concerned 
to the station.

The accused ,Maeac Kimura,Xorean,age 27,5/Merchant, 
residing 57,Kung Ping Lee, kungping Rde stated that at 
about “AEALOaeme 4/12/40 he engaged a public ricsha on 
Nanking Ra. neer the Hace Course,to take him to Ssechuen 
Ra. Bridge,en arriving near to S31 Kiangse Rd. he saw a 
male Chinese whom he suspected of being responsible for 
a theft of clothing,value $1,200,frem his home on 
$4/11/40(Wayside FeI.E. 2377/40). He ordered the ricsha 
Coolie to go Lanter wah We: Man: ae eceMetes the 
suspect. However the eevlie 41d act ebey him ani steppet 
Fa iesna,ne got out ant be end the cosiié started to 
fight togethers A CoP Be pmaksor unknown, then came on the

weene and caught hold of his necktia,this further 
amioyed ‘him so he started fighting with the C.P.C. 

A foreigner in plain clothes then came up am 
knocked him down. He was later taken into an exchange 
shop,where he was held by three C.P?.C.s while the 
foreigner struck him three times ,which made the Chinese 
crowd laugh. He was later taken to the Police station. 

The injured riceha coolie is one named Tseu 
Teing Yuen( doadge Mo. 12068,residing 17 An Yoeh 
Li,Fue Conty F.C. was removed to the Lester Chinese 
Hospital,from where a doctor's chit was issued:- 

" Simple fracture of Ht. femur Not likely to be serious. 
30-40 days' treatment in Hospital." 

From his statement it wiil be seen,that at 
about 11.45aom. 4/12/40,he was pulling his public 
riceha ,lic.Noe7826,0n Foochow Rd. near Hupeh Rd. when 
he was engaged wy a Japansse,who Lastructed him to go to 
Ssechuen RA. Bridge, offering a fare of 20 cents ,which he 
accepted. When he was pulling hie passenger en Sseghuen 
Rade near Peking Rad. he told him to turn west along 


Peking Rd. but he informed bin thet Ssechuen Rd. Bridge wae 


etraight in front. Rewever the paasenger insistec,e0 he

He then saw the 
Japenese assault the coolie,he appeared to be wrestling 
with him. Whea the coolie fell to the ground with a 
broken leg,he continued te asgeult him. The C.P.o.

At 11.50aem. 4/12/40 whilst off duty I was walking west on 
Peking Road in civilian clothes, on approaching Kiangse Road, I 
observed a crowd of Uhinese gathered at the ‘North--est corner of 
the intersection, at the same time C.P.C. 1456 on traffic duty 
_ at the above intersection left his post aud -alked towards the 
crowd to see hut the trouble as. 

But on his arrival a Japunese in civilian dress, who had 

apparently asesuited a ricsha coolie, suddenly turned round on 
the C.P.C. and caught hold bf him by the tunic neck with his left 
hand and commenced to assault him about the body vith his right 
clenched fist. 

At this time the undersigned arrived on the scene, sav the 
ricsha co»vlie lying on the roadway beside his public ricsha, 
apparently in pain, I requested the Japanese to stop, but as he 
was wery excited he would not listen to me, so i caught hold of 
him by the right arm and held him, but he still refused to let 

i the C.P.c. free. 

At this time the bystanders commenced to kick the Japanese, 
so for his safety, and owing to language difficulties I decided 
to bring all concerned to the station. 

On the way along Kiangse Road the crowd becam more abusive 
@o I took the Japanese into an exchange shop st the corner of

The undersigned was informed by the Magistrate 
Hoshi as to the result of investigation at the Japanese 
Consular Police Preliminary Hearing,the accused and 
witness Ling Gyoku Ka stated that the trouble had arisen 
through the insolent attitude adopted by F.S. King by 
pushing the lst accusea to the side of pavement whilst 
he w&s passing crowd peuestrians und passing some 
remarks about vapanese by repeating word of "Jap". The 
accused and witness insisted that the lst accused was 
beaten three times before they defended themselves 
to the best of their ability. 

The accused repeated the same story which they had

While awaiting the van, a group of ; 

six or seven Japanese arrived at the u

group attacked him and beat him 
severely about the body. 


After knocking him down, the 
Japanese attempted to drag him into 
a car, siafing that they were going 
to take him to Hongkew.

A few 
moments later the station van arrived 
‘and four Japanese, were taken into 
custody, the rest having fled. 

At the station charges were made

Sergeant M. King, attached to 
Louza Station, was severeiy injur- 
cd about the body as tiie result of 
a scuffle between the poiice officer 
and three Japanese in civilian 
clothes on Nanking Road__at about 
7.30 yesterday evening.

British Woman 


Mrs. J. D. Morris Beaten 
By Bus Conductor After 


Argument Over Fare 


A British woman was yesterday 
morning so badly beaten by a Japan- 
ese bus conductor that she had to 
be taken to the General Hospital and 
treated for injuries to the head and 
body. 

‘whe woman, Mrs. J. D. Morris, of 
House 12-A, Lane 1355 Yu Yuen Road, 
had boarded a Japanese bus outside 
the Broadway Mansions at 9.10 o'clock 
in order to go to Broadway East and 
Muirhead Road. Near her destina- 
tion she asked the Japanese conduc- 
tor what the fare was. He apparent- 
ly did not understand English, and 
she asked the Japanese driver. The 
latter, according to Mrs. Morris, said 
the fare was 10 cents. She gave the 
conductor 20 cents, she said, but 
received only 8 cents change. She 
protested and then alighted from the 
bus. 

The conductor followed her to the 
street, Mrs. Morris later reported to 
the Settlement Police. There, she 
said, he slapped her face, pushed her 
in the chest, grabbed her by the 
neck and finally bumped her against 
a wall. After this treatment the 
conductor left her, stunned, in the 
roadway, boarded his bus and rode 
off in it. She made an unsuccessful 
attempt to hold him till help arrived.

Tratlic Constable 


Hongkew Dentist Seized 
After Causing Trouble 
At Garden Bridge 


A Japanese civilian who gave his 
name as T. Isono and said he was 2 
dentist in Hongkew created a disturb- 
ance at the south end of the Garden 
Bridge yesterday morning when he 
tried to prevent a traffic policeman 
from carrying out his duties. 


The incident occurred at about 
10.40 ‘o’clock and was witnessed by 
several foreigners. At that time a 
Chinese constable who had _ been 
placed near the bridge to deal with 
“wild” rickshaws saw a puller violate 
the Municipal regulations by dashing 
up the app.oach to the bridge despite 
the constable’s efforts to restrain him. | 
The elusive puller in fact managed 
to pick up a Japanese passenger and 
then tried to return with his fare 
past thé policeman. 


The constable, however, proceeded 
to carry out his instructions and 
halted the rickshaw, at the same time 
demanding the puller’s arm-badge. At 
this point the Japanese passenger, 
Isono, protested and as the policeman 
endeavoured to take the badge from 
the pullers arm the Japanese 
descended from the rickshaw and, in 
the presence of scores of witnesses, 
struck the constable in the chest. 


Not satisfied with hitting the police- 
man, the Japanese, according to re- 
ports made to Central Police Station, 
further grasped his belt and pistol 
“lanyard” and started to pull the 
C.P.C. up the bridge towards the 
Hongkew side. i 

At this juncture the foreign police 
sergeant on duty at Soochow Road 
and the bridge arrived on the scene 
and attempted to pacify the Japanese. 
The latter, however, would not be 
pacified and even struck at the much 
bigger foreigner. The blows made 
no impression -on the massively-built 
sergeant. . 

A lieutenant in the Seaforth High- 
landers appeared on the scene at this 
moment and asked if he could give 
assistance 'to- the police. The foreign 
sergeant asked the lieutenant if he 
could ‘provide someone to look after 

,the Japanese while he, ‘the sergeant, 
telephoned to Central Station. The 
lieutenant quickly summoned a .cor- 
poral from the guard stationed at the 
British .Consulate-General. 

Some five minutes later the Japan- 
ese trouble-maker and the two police- 
men were on their way to the station, 
from where a call’ was sent to the 
Japanese. Consular -Police. The: Japan- 
ese was handed jover to Consular con- 
resgrore It Seen that action will, 

taken. against him in the Japan- 
ese: Consular Court. ~ « © mt 

The »Chinese constable had to be 
sent to the Police Hospital for treat- 
ment of bruises on his chest and 
abrasions on his left hand.
